How iho Plan Will Work 

It's as simple as it sounds. All you have to do 
is fill up a tin can with used cooking fat and 
take it to vour butcher. You don't need to use 



a special kind of can-any kind wiil do. And 
you don't need to have any specified amount of 
fat; lake if fo your butcher whenever the can is 
full. He will estimate the weight of the tin and 
give you, cash in hand, -fc and tu-o red poinfl 
for every pounti of used fat you deliver. 

The government does not ask for these fats 
until you've got ilic cooking good out of them. 
But when that is done, every spoonful is wanted. 

Would it surprise you to Icarn that just one 
single tdhlespoon of fat— just the little bit that 
is usually washed out of your broilers and roast- 
ing pans and skillets— will make fwe macl/ine 
gim imlleli? Or enough smallpox vaccines for 
sevfiity-three men? 

Answers fo Housowtvos' Questions 

It doesn't matter whether the fat is burned ot 
black-it still makes crystal-clear glycerine. 

It doesn't matter whether it's pan drippings, 
fat from a soup, used shortening, cooking oils, 
or melted solid fat. 

And, finally, it doesn't matter how link you 
save each day. Every drop is precious. 

Saving these fats and turning them in Is not 
on easy jobjBut it's a lot easier than doing iho 
things our rncn must do-xjii-the-battld fronts. - 
Is it-too mudt for them to expect that tha 
wives and mothers of America will perform thU 
task for thcm-to help put into thcit bands what 
they need to win?

DODGING AN ISSUE 

The U. a. civil service commission ha; 
found a way around the prohibition enacted 
by congress against employment of commu- 
nists in govemment service. The Hatch law 
forbids hiring nazls nn^ fascists also, but 
the civil service commission Is protecting only 
the communists. 

In an order Issued secretly Nov. 3, which 
the commission admits but refuses to publi- 
cize, Investigators are threatened with "dls 
clpllnary action" it they venture to ask any 
question which would tend to .prove com- 
munistic attlliatlon or sympathy. 

That statement Is not technically accur- 
ate. An Investigator apparently Is permitted 
to inquire flatly; "Arc you n communist?" 
But only enough communists come Into the 
open to provide the necessary liaison with 
the public and to supply candidates who run 
for public office. The rest stay under cover 
-and lie about thelr.communlsm, as a matter 
of Iranltly stated party policy as well as to 
avoid tho disrepute to which honesty would 
subject them. 

The only way to tell most communists is by 
their actiqns. If their; reading Is confined 
largely to party and party line publications; 
If their affiliations are largely with rcd^ront 
organizations; if they are against all that 
America and democracy stand for tradition- 
ally, and place the interests of Stalin and 
Russia ahead ol those ot the United States, 
-theti-they are-communists. ■ ■ 

But under this order, civil service commls- 
' slon Investigators are forbidden to ask what 
prospective federal employes think about 
capitalism, or about certain historical and 
current events in which the cleavage between 
democracy and communism is clear and 
. distinct. 

The investigators are forbidden to ask 
about membership in organizations which 
high federal officials of very liberal instinct 
have described publicly as ' communistic. 
They are forbidden to 'inquire about reading 
niaterlal that Is frankly communist, as well, 
as about party line publications. 

They can not even ask If a prospects' wife, 
or husband, Is a card-carrying member of the 
communist party. Nor la the -ban limited to 
. specified organlzatloiu and publications. "If 
the Investigator Is In doubt, the best policy Is 
not ia ^ the question," soys the order.
